The theme at the back of the play, aside from 
the actual flood details, is an excellent one, mast- 
erfully handied; It Is the thanklessness of ordinary 
humanity, their "Oh, how lovely it used to be" at- 
titude, -and, in contrast, the security and peace that 
comes with faith, — faith in principles and the 
truth. When Noe stands In the mldat of adversi- 
ties muttering .

French conventions in the orama would seem to 
invite such characters as Noe and his associates. 
Overemphasis of lines and postures appeared far 
more In place here than would be possibly in any 
English production, and when the cast works to- 
gether as tlicy did last night, most cause for ob- 
jection disappears. Thus it is that Honore David's 
Noe loses^nothing in^his dramatic posing,— attitudes 
that might seem ridiculous in -a lesser artist, but 
here always logical, even though extreme. liis bear- 
ing and the easy restraint that he excerclscd over 
his speech betrayed experience of a higii order,— and 
his part demanded most of his tricks-in-hand.
